The Common 
Examinations Include testa in Gen- 
eral Culture, Mental Abilities and 
Basic Skills, and Professional In- 
formation, while the Optionar Ex- 
aminations arc designed to demon- 
strate mastery of the subject mat- 
ter to be taught.

Better "^Mn Planning 
Aim of New Course

"All that Is worth while In a 
country finds lis focus In the cities 
scattered • through its domain, ' 
says Professor Peter Oberlandcr, 
student ot cities ancient and mod- 
ern, authority on town planning, 
and director of a course In Com- 
munity and Regional Planning at 
the University ot British Columbia. 

The course In Community Plan- 
ning Is a new venture for the uni- 
versity, and Is the result ot a grow- 
ing ,need for qualified planners 
with professional status. It Is a 
graduate course and many ot the 
studies In it will be under the 
direction ot Professor Oberlander. 

"A city is a measure of the 
country and the tlme'.,|n, which it 
exists" says Professor 'Oberlandcr. 
They are uncamouflaged measures 
of evil as well as good." In the 
streets of a city is the puLse of a 
society, and in Its buildings are the 
ideas ot nations both past and 
present. Town planneri\-are^con- 
cerned most with citizens; are they 
finding in our niodern neon-lighted 
jungles ot woo.d and stone all the 
elements necessary for a happy and 
Useful life? 

In earlier times, cities were buUt 
tor the protection-: of the people 
rather than " tfielr* comfort, and 
walls and fortifications ' formed 
their basic patterns. The Paris ot 
Napoleon , III had beautiful wide 
boulevards ' radiating ;frcm its 
centre like the spokes of a wheel, 
so that guns co\jld command the 
city from, any direction in case of 
Invasion. 

The cities of Greece were beauti- 
ful with their temples and gardens, 
but they were built for the glori- 
fication of the gods not the citizens. 
Hie people of the Greek cities had 
very few thingi!' built for their con- 
venience. Even Versailles, the 
«lltterlrig city of palaces and foun-

tains, was monument to royal 
vanity which the suffering people 
were not allowed to enjoy. 

People still plan cities much as 
they did in earlier 'times, but the 
chief consideration now Is how the 
city will best serve the individuals 
who live' in -it^ ' Skyscrapers and 
ever-enlarging Industrial areas are 
not necessarily the beat solution. 
In England experiments have been 
tried witti garden cities built in 
rural areas near London. Families 
from overcrowded slum districts 
are being moved to these parle -like 
suburbs. ' , ; ' 

Canada is; rapidly puigrowlKg her 
cities as population'' ciétïiras^ In a 
small number of overpopulated 
cities. Montreal, as one o( the 
earliest cities of the Dominion, was 
originally built as a walled city 
along the St. I,awrence. With the 
Increasing population and the .de- 
clining need, for protection, the city 
soon grew licyorid its walls, spread- 
ing In all directions. 

When the growing city reached 
the foot ot the mountain. It was de- 
cided to preserve Mount Royal as 
a beauty spot and recreational area; 
so residential areas .Were built 
around; tiie mountain, and the city 
continued ' to expand. Today that 
same mountain is a cause ot one 
of the worst traffic problems in the 
nation. It also provides Montrealers 
with a centrally-located park where 
they may enjoy a country atmos- 
phere In the middle ot a big city. 
Tlie need for commiinlty plan- 
ning Integrated with, regional plan- 
ning Is 'becoming more urgent 
every day. Such planning Involves 
the work ot . economists social 
scientists, ehginMraJ?' geographers; 
architects and many.' others working 
as a team to produce better cities 
planned forjbd| te c^ivln||. It Is to 
encouraiie-c"'î8«ïSÎÈ^latwln that 
courses like the onf at Ù.B.C. are 
being offered.

Jaques V. Morin, president of the 
student commission . issued this 
statement to The Daily last night. 
"The Student Cartare Commission 
has met with the president ot the 
Montreal Transportation Commis- 
sion and tor the M,T.C. this was 
their first contact with the public. 
Wc students may have to wail 
awhile (or the results ot this meet- 
ing but if these results prove favor- 
able then the wait will be worth- 
while. We have fulfilled our duties 
and have carried to an end the 
mandate which we have received 
from the students." 

Representatives o( the Montreal 
press were not permitted to attend 
this meeting, the only newspaper 
represented was The Daily. In his 
opening speech Mo , Mr. Duperron, 
Morin .said. "It Is in the name ot 
20,000 students of the Metropolis 
that the members of the Student 
Carfare. Commission come to you." 

"When the price of tram tickets 
went' from tour to three for twenty- 
five cents," Morin continued, "the 
students, who already were claim- 
ing special carfare, were charged 
with another burden."

Dr. Jackson, a volunteer 
worker (or 'the .Quakers, who has 
been doing wcl(are work in Europe 
tor the last tew years, was the guest 
speaker at the supper meeting held 
in the Union. 

After spending 18 months In Fin- 
land she w.is trans(erred to Berlin. 
This was In 1947 when the status 
o( the Berlin citizen was all but 
good. . '• * 

Once there she organized and es- 
tablished à community hoiise In 
the west end o( the city. The mater- 
ial at hand was dear and scarce, 
and after .some hard work they 
were^able to open a 60 room house 
as a day-children-care centre. They 
provided the starved ln(ants with 
(ood and rest plus a bit o( educa- 
tion. Soon they were ready (or 
(urther activity. This' time they 
opened their hoii.sc to teachers and 
doctors as a rest home. It was amaz- 
ing to tee the results! Worn out 
members of the medical pro(ession 
rejuvenated and were ready again 
tor their much needed practice. 
• Dr. Jackson returned twice to 
Berlin after tiiat. Once in 1948 while 
Berlin was being fed by the famous 
"Airlift" (whom the ever-wlt-ready 
Berllners called the "Ralsln-buzz- 
ers") and again In 1949. Pictures 
were handed around depicting the 
"Mittelhot" a community- centre 
where the Quakers' were doing such 
good work. . . 

.Before I- the' speaker was intro- 
duced, Marion van der Walde, presi- 
dent of the' club announced future 
activities of the club. This includes 



a (lim ses'sfon a nd*a' Christmas pwîy 
and prospects were discussed (or 
the presentation o{ a German one- 
act play to be produced In Arena 
style next term.

said that no strong or lasting effect 
will be felt, and that radio listeners 
would not decrease. "Although ad- 
vertising by visual means is moro 
effective, for the eye is a better 
memory agent than the ear, rndio 
commercials will continue to pay 
off." The point is. that after tho 
novelty of T.V. wears off, the aud- 
ience will only turn It on for spe- 
cial programs of their liking. 

The radio on the other hand will- 
continue to be used, for total at^' 
tentlon Is 'not required when listen- 
ing to the radio. You can peel po> 
tatocs, and listen to the raaiu at 
the same time, but. unless yo'u are 
a very versatile polalo-peeler, the 
practice Is not recommended while 
watching a TV show. Either yoiir 
fingers or your husband's dinner 
will suffer,,
